LONG AS IT WAS USED FOR THAT PURPOSE, THE SCHOOL AT SEMINARY AT PRESENT 
STAND ON THE SME PIECE OF LAND, AND IN THE SAME PLACE THAT ZION SEMINARY 
WAS ERECTED. A.Re GRAVES HAD THE SCHOOL HOUSES BUILT OF PINE POLES, DIRT

FURNISHED MATERIALS AND LABOR TO ERECT THESE COTTAGES, 


HE HAD THE SCHOOL CHARTERED BY AN ACTOF THE LEGISLATURE 1846. A. R. 

GRAVES WAS PRESIDENT AND FINANCIAL MANAGER OF THE COLLEGE. THE COLLEGE 
HAD DEPARTMENTS OF Law, MEDECINE. THEOLOGY. ‘lustc AND ART. HE PUBLISHED 

A CATALOGUE OF THIS SCHOOL, ZION SEMINARY, IN 1849. THERE wERE 254 MALES, 
AND I67 FEMALES THAT ATTENDED THIS SCHOOL. MR @RRAVES MAIN DESIRE WAS TO

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“T do not think that it presents a case for the interference of the

If there be no summary redress prescribed, the course left to be 
pursued will be, to direct the institution of a suit in the name of the 
U States to recover possession of the Land in question. The form 
of the suit will be regulated by the general Jaw in force in the Missis- 
sippi Ty. where the land lies. In the same suit or in a distinct one 
if the party is turned out, a compensation in damages or by way of 
mesne profits, may also, I take it, be recovered by the U States for 
the time that the party has unlawfully held possession. The district 
Attorney for the U States for the Mississippi Ty, W™ Crawford Esq‘, 
who resides at Mobile, would be the officer to conduct the suit or suits 
in question.” : 

I presume that the Sec” of the Treasury (now in Philadelphia) will 
on his return hither direct suits to be instituted.

RIVER

[September 1, 1815] 
To, the Honorable the Senate, And House of Representatives of the 

United States in Congress assembled, 

We the under Signed memorialists; Citizens of Pearl River, Missis- 
sippi Territory—Impressed with the most profound attachment to 
the Cause of Our Country, and the blessings of Our Government, 
and firmly relying on the inflexible wisdom, the immutable Justice 
and the benevolent feelings of Our Congressional Councils, beg per- 
mission to lay before them a few of Our Grievances, Especially those

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which under present & Existting circumstances appear to us the 
most intolerable * 

The Citizens composing the population of this Section of the 
Territory Consist of Emigrants from various parts of the United 
States, who in migrating to this Country were obliged to encounter 
& Rebut almost insuperable difficulties—difficulties no less perilous 
to their persons than destructive to their property—Hence many 
who left the middle and Southern States in easy circumstances have 
now fallen almost into a State of indigence & Penury—Yet notwith- 
‘standing their circumstances, from misfortune & Peril, have been 
much reduced, they are nevertheless hardy Enterprizing and indus- 
trious, and under the Smiles of Providence and the Patronage and 
indulgence of a lenient Government would soon form a Respectable 
Branch of the General Community 

Your memorialists beg leave further to State, that the time when 
they arrived in this Savage and unexplored Country, was at the very 
moment of the Commencement of the late war,—a war, which tho’ 
Glorious in its General Effects and ultimate Consequences, could 
‘not fail at that Juncture to be peculiarly distressing to the Individual 
Circumstances of your memorialists, and altho’ we are now revisited 
with the fostering blessings of an honorable Tranquillity, and the 
restoration of our common Rights, yet in all cases Similar to Ours, time 
is necessary for the Establishment of Pecuniary Resourses—And 
your memorialists further State that numbers of our Good Ci[tizen]a 
were induced to Stipulate for Lands from the flattering prospects of 
reaping the rewards of their manuaj[l] [laJbor in time, promptly to 
meet the demands of Government, but were soon after called out to 
defend Our invaded Country and its injured Rights, and not having 
yet received any remuneratio[n] for their Public Services all former 
Prospects have proved abortive and themselves left with no alterna- 
tive but to implore and obtain the interposition of Lagislative agency 
or sustain many forfeitures & disappointments 

Under all these weighty considerations with many others which if 
necessary might be adduced your memorialists do not deem it too 
presumtive to Solicit your attention to the Situation of Our Lands 
and to pray for the Passage of a Law, granting those who have 
purchased and paid the first instalments on Lands (and which may 
nevertheless become a forfeiture under the present Law) a preference 
and indulgence for Six months after Such lands become finally for- 
feited to, Re-enter them, (by forfeiting to Government the first instal- 
ment paid as aforesaid) upon the same Terms and under the Same 
Regulations as the first Entries were made on and for all Transfers 
as to be Entitled to the same indulgence as the Original Purchaseers

(BOB) MAGEE BIBLE COVERING THE EARLY LIFE OF 

THE ORIGINAL JOHN GRAVES. 

John Graves was born Sept. 13, 1770 and died Jan. 21, 1858. 
Sarah — (his wife) was born Oct. 4, 1773 and died Aug. 29, 
1859. They were married Sept. 2, 1791. Where they were born 
or where they married I do not know, but they are supposed to be 
the parents of all the Graves now residing at Lone Star Community 
and in the outlying area. 

The Robert Magee referred to at top of this page married 
Margaret, daughter of the original John & Sarah Graves, and to 
them was born a large family of children - 15, it seems - con- 
sisting of 7 girls and 8 boys, one of whom was Laurin R. Magee, 
the grandfather of Willie, Eddie and Ina Bell Campbell, whose old 
home is still standing in the Lone Star Community on what is known 
as the Edd Magee Road. Another son of Robt. and Mary Ann Magee- 
Hugh- had a large cotton plantation mostly between Bouie and Oakvale 
Church, it seems, and to the South from Oakvale and the story is 
that when the slaves were freed he - Hugh Magee - gave each family 
80 acres of land and told them to go to work and make their own 
living, as he had no further use for the land. I am told Laurin 
Magee also gave some, or perhaps all, of his slaves a home when. 


they were freed. 
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I do not have the — as to all of John Graves and Sarah 
Graves, his wife's, children but among others, he had sons named 
John Jr., who was known as Jackie, Humphrey, who is thought to be 
the father of a large family of sons, some of whom were named 
Jack, Humphrey, Jr., Alex, Hanse, Rance, Wesley, and perhaps 
Hanson, and also Jane who married Wash McRaney, Angy, who 
married Henry Redmond and perhaps one other girlbut I do not know 
whom she married. Iam not absolutely sure there was any girls 
other than Jane and Angie. 

To Middleton, a son of the original John Graves and wife, 
who married a Herrington, I am told, only 2 daughters were born, 
one of whom was named Myrandy, who married Armlin Brown 
Hooks and the other married a Foles, Ben or Tom, was his name, 
and they, Middleton and wife, had no boys. 

John, Jr. - Jackie as he was better known by - married 
Mariam ----- but I do not know whom she was before marriage. 

To this couple was born the following children: 

Eliza Graves, born Feb. 1, 1822. 


Elizabeth Jane was born Feb. 24, 1824, married Capt. 
John McRaney. 


Susan was born Aug. 11th, 1826. 


Alexander Graves was born April 12, 1828, married 
Marcena Herrington. 


Malinda Ann Graves was born May 21, 1831, married 
Rich Williamson 
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Alfred Graves was born Feb. 1, 1834, married 
Catherine McLain - none - she had 4 kids by McRaney. 


Nancy Graves was born April 18th, 1837, married 
David McRaney. 


Mariam Malinda Graves was born May 29th, 1841. 

According to the monuments in the Lone Star Cemetery 
Eliza Jane Graves married Captain John McRaney and to this 
union was born John M., Duncan C., Cornelius, Mack and Sandy 
for boys, and Jane, who married John Kelley and had no children, 
and Angie who married Mack Kelley, who had several children 
and this list can be had by contacting most any of the older people 
on Dry Creek. Alfred Graves married Catherine McLain and they 
had no children. Alexander married Marcena Herrington and they had 
no children. Dates of their birth and death may be had from 
monuments in Lone Star Cemetery. One of the daughters of Jackie 
Graves and wife married Rich Williamson and their dates may be 
had from their monuments in Lone Star Cemetery. 

Daniel McRaney, who I think was a brother to Captain John 
McRaney, father of John M. and others, married a Nancy Graves 


and I am all but sure she was the daughter of Jackie Graves. 
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Family record of the late John Graves and wife, Sarah, who, 
reportedly came to this area from some place in North Carolina 
about 1790. There‘is no markers at their es but are thought 
to be buried either at what is known as the Robent Ngee Cemetery 
at Old Jaynesville, or in the old cemetery 3 or 4 miles North of 
Jaynesville on East Bank of Silver Creek on the Brooks Berry place. 

John Graves was born Sept. 13, 1770 and died Jan. 21, 1858. 
Sarah Graves was born Oct. 4, 1773 and died Aug. 29, 1857, or 
1859. The 7 or9 is not clear on my record. They were married 
Sept. 2, 1791. Some of ihete childnen were as follows. Margaret 
Graves was born June 19, 1795 and married Robert Magee, who, 
was born Feb. 14, 1793, who died Nov. 11, 1859, and his wife 
died 12/22/1880. I think they are buried in a wooded area near 
Hopewell Presbyterian Church. John Graves, Jr. - known as Jackie- 
was born March 31, 1800. Death date not know. Mariam Graves - 
maiden name not known - was born Aug. 6, 1802 and they were 
married Feb. 23, 1819. Date of death not known but buried at Dry 
Creek - Kaintuck - Cemetery, I think, but no markers at their graves. 
Children of John Jr. Graves - a - and wife, Mariam, were as 
follows - Eliza Graves, born Feb. 1, 1822, and married Captain 
John McRaney and their children were as follows: John M. Duncan, 
Cornelius, Mack, Sandy, Jane and Angie. John M. McRaney married 
Almedia Coulter, who is buried at Dry Creek Cemetery. Then he 


married Adline Campbell, who is also buried at Dry Creek Cemetery. 
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Then he married Francis Norris and I don't know where she is 
buried, but not at Dry Creek. He is also buried at Dry Creek 
Cemetery and dates may be had from their monuments. Captain 
John McRaney and wife are also buried at Dry Creek and dates on 
monuments. Cornelius McRaney married a enebaaion, Sandy 
McRaney married Florence Mathis. Don't know whom Mack 
married. Duncan McRaney married a Brinson, I think, but am 

not sure and he and wife are buried at Collins. Angie married Mack 
Kelley and Jane married John Kelley. Most of the McRaney older 
children are buried at Lone Star - Kaintuck - Cemetery and dates 
on tombs. A daughter named Elizabeth Jane Graves was born 

Feb. 24, 1824, and she could be the Eliza Jane, whose name is on 
Captain John McRaney's tomb as his wife, instead of the Jane listed 
above. If so, I don't know whom Jane married. 

Susan Graves was born Aug. 11, 1826. Don't know whom she 
married or when she died, or eed she is buried. 

Alexander Graves was born Apr. 12, 1828, and married 
Marcena Herrington, I think, and don't think they had any children. 
I think they have markers at their graves in Lone Star Cemetery. 
Kaintuck. 

Alred Graves was born 2-1-1834, married Katherine McLain, 
I think, had no children and is buried at Lone Star Cemetery, also 


known as Kaintuck or Dry Creek Cemetery. A ‘marker will give you 
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the date of his death. Malinda Ann Graves was born May 21, 1831, 
and married Rich Williamson, I think. She is buried at Dry Creek 
Cemetery and has a tomb with dates on it. Nancy Graves-was born 
April 18th, 1837, and married Daniel McRaney and I do not have 
date of her death, or place of burial. Perhaps at cemetery near 
Bowie Bridge near Double Churches. They are parents of John C., 
Joseph, also known as G W., and Vernon, all of whom married 
Campbell Sisters and a son George, who died young, I think.

Page 2 of the family record of the descendents of 
John Graves and wife, Sarah, who came to this country 
from one of the Carolinas, perhaps, about 1790, with 


emphasis on the Middleton Graves Descendants. 
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The John Graves and wife of the 1700s, had several children, 
one of whom was named Humphrey, I am told, and I think he was 
the father Jack, Wesley, one Alex, but not the son of John Jr. - 
Jackie - Humphrey, Hanse, Ranse, and perhaps another son, or 
more, along with Jane who married Wash McRaney, Angie, who 
married Henry Redmond and one other daughter, whose name I 
can't recall, but am told she married and moved to La. and never 
returned. 

In addition to the Humphrey, Sr., who was the son of the 
original John Graves, John Sr. & wife Sarah, had a son named 
Middleton, who was the father of the wife of Armlin Brown Hooks 
who were the parents of Jim, Andrew & Jap Hooks and also Mary Ann, 
who married Albert Campbell, Ada, who married Newton Campbell, 
Alice who married Dunk Boleware and died at about age of 22, giving 
birth to a baby, I am told and Caroline who died relatively young and 
was never married. 

Middleton Graves, whose wife's given name was Matilda, but 
I don't know her maiden oe had only 2 children, I am told - 
both girls, one of whom married the Hooks referred to above 
and her name was Myrandy. His other daughter whose given name 
I have but can't find it, or recall from memory, married a Foles, 
whose given name was either Tom, or Ben, and they had several 
children but I don't have much on them other than one was named 


Elom, who lived with his mother, Matilda, until her death and for 
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"Taking care of her,' she gave him her half of she and her husband - 
Middleton's - estate, and after she died Elom married Sarah Foles, »; 
widow of Joe Hudson and the mother of John, Theodore, Luther, and 
Homer Hudson. Elom never had any children, died before his 
wife Sarah Hudson Foles did and she inherited his estate, which, 
I understand, is the basis for the title the Hudson children have for 
a title to the land they own near mouth of Dry Creek between there 
and Bouie. 

The :story is Middleton Graves had a half section of land - 
320 acres - which he bought from Fielding Holloway 123 cents per 
acre - $50.00 for the entire 320 acres - which is a part of the pein 
of the Chancery Clerk's Office of Covington County, Miss., and I 
am told he gave his daughter, Myrandy, who married A. B. Hooks 
what land he had on East side of Dry Creek and the daughter who 
married the Foles what land he had on West side of Dry Creek. 
He also had several slaves and other personal property, which 
he divided as nearly equal as possible between his 2 daughters and 
Tam told he died about the time of the Civil War nad is buried at 
Lone Star or Dry Creek Cemetery, I suppose, but there is no 
marker to his grave there. 

The information I have is that the 3 brothers named above - 
Humphrey, Middleton and John Jr. who was called Jackie - had 


one sister who married Robert Magee, the father of Laurin and 
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Dunk Magee, along with several other children who were mostly 

girls but I don't know much about the offspring of this family, 

other than Laurin and Dunk and their offspring is too recent to try 

to list here, since anyone interested can get more authentic information 
than I can give, suffice it to say this Robert (Bob) Magee and wife 

had a large family and about all the Magees of this area are 

supposed to have cone from their children. One of the Bob Magee 
daughters married a Terrell, of Censitioen: Iam told, but I 

don't have much information on this marriage. 

Briefly stated the above just about adds up to the fact that 
most all native born citizens from Mt. Carmel to Williamsburg, 
and beyond, are related to the original John and Sarah Graves who 
were married Sept. 2, 1791 and came to this area supposedly from 
one of the Carolinas.

Englisn poet, novelist Robert Graves dies at age 90 on Majorca 


Deia, Spain (Associated Press) -- Robert Graves, the celebrated 
English poet, translator and novelist whose best seller "I, 
Claudius" was made into a popular television miniseries, died 
Saturday in this village on tne Mediterranean island of Majorca. 
He was 90. 

Graves produced more than 137 novels and books ofr poetry and 
criticism over his long career, continuing to write until he was 
80. 

At that point, he began surrering from senility, said William 
Graves, one of the writer's eignt children by two marriages. The 
younger Graves said by telepnone from Deia that his father had not 
recognized anyone tor the past tive years, and probably died or 
heart railure. 

A daughter, Catherine Dalton, said by telepnone that her rather 
died "in his bed, at home, surrounded by tamily." She said Graves 
nad been contined to bed ror several months. 

Graves was noted for his controversial literary views and 
colorrul lifestyle. He took it upon himselt to rewrite 
Shakespeare, Cnarles Dickens and part ot tne New Testament. 

Some ot his popular work snocked historians and theologians. 
One ot his last works, a new translation ot tne llth-century 
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Persian poem, "The Rubaiyat or Omar Knayyam," shattered previous 
conceptions ort the poem and led to rurious chalienges of his source 
material. 

He also translated classics from ancient Greek. 

Graves' importance as a poet still seems to be in doubt," 
Britisn critic Anthony Burgess wrote in 1982. "He has produced 
enough to ensure that ... 10 percent or his output has to be taken 
seriously, but there is not one stanza or even line of his that has 
become a common quotation among the literary." 

. But tne tamed Britisn poet W. H. Auden said Graves and Irish 
poet W. B. Yeats were the two main contemporary intiuences on nis 
own wWOrk. 

Graves spent most ot his adult life on Majorca. The Rev. 
Ignacio Montojo at San Juan Bautista Roman Catnolic Church said the 
autnor, an Anglican, would be buried there Sunday atter a private 
ceremony at the churcn. 

Graves established nis reputation as a major writer in 1929 witn 
the autobiograpnical "Goodbye to All That," a recounting or his 
experiences tighting in tne trencnes in World War I. 

He started his series or historical novels in tne 1930's. They 
included "I, Claudius" and "Claudius the God," potn in 1934, "Count 
Belisaurius" (1938), "King Jesus" (1946), "Sergeant Lamb of the 
Ninth" (1940 and "Proceed, Sergeant Lamb" (1941). 

"Frankly, all I really care about is poetry -- that is my lite, 
not novel-writing," he once wrote. 

Graves was a large man with bony features, a shock of untamed 
white hair and a ronaness ror peasant clothes. He pursued into his 
old age the women who became the subject of his poems and who he 
believed embodied his muse. ' 

A torrid relationsnip with the eccentric American poet Laura 
Riding in the late 1920s and 1930s protoundly atrected his writing 
and provided grist ror scandal in literary circles. Once they botn 
jumped rrom the windows or a nouse in London, surviving tne tall.

The following newspaper article was written by the Associated 
Press, datelined Boston, about Oct. 21, 1985, and was carried by 
Many newspapers. It was submitted by Mrs. Helen Milvaney of 
Stamford, CT (sent to her by Elizabeth Wood of Warrensburg, NY). 

The Thomas Graves mentioned here is not the same as the Thomas 
Graves of Harttord, Conn. and Hattield, Mass. Nothing is presently 
known of any descendants he may have had. It is believed that he 
did not permanently settle in America, but probably returned to 
England. 
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Archeologists working near Bunker Hill said Sunday they have 
uncovered hundreds ot artitacts in the 350-year-old ruins of the 
tirst meeting house in tne Massachusetts Bay Colony, where Gov. 
John Winthrop once lived and ruled, 

"I think it's one of the most important archeological tinds in 
the country right now," said Mike Roberts, tne site's project 
manager. 'This is the heart or Massacnusetts.' . 

The 800-square-foot toundation or 'Great House," built in 1629, 
was discovered beneath a small city park in Boston's Charlestown 
section. 

The town was Originally laid out by about 100 Puritans, headed 
by engineer THOMAS GRAVES, who were hired by the Massacnusetts Bay 
Company ot Englana to settle there from Salem. 

A combination ot documentary and archeological research was used 
to verify the authenticity ot the tind. 

Archeologists said the building was occupied trom July to 
October 1630 by Winthrop, the first governor ot the colony, who 
served under King Charles I. It was the colony's rirst government 
building, as well as Winthrop's awelling and court before he moved 
to Boston. 

"What we're seeing in Charlestown today is probably the best 
retlection we'll ever nave of the early Puritan settlements in 
Boston,' said Steve Pendery, the city's chiet arcneologist. 

Archeologists began digging at the site in February. The 
excavation is being funded by the state and federal governments 
because the ruins are in an area scheduled for destruction when 
work begins in two years on an underground highway project. 

According to researchers, the Great House was abandoned as the 
colony's seat ot government and quickly converted to the First 
Church ot Charlestown. Tavernkeeper Robert Long purchased it in 
1635 and converted it into the Three Crane Tavern. 

"For about a year, they had a tavern and a church running at tne 
same time in the same building,' said archeologist Jonn Cheney, the 
site's tield supervisor. 

On April 19, 1775, British troops returning trom a battle in the 
Lexington-Concord area occupied the tavern and looted it while 
waiting to be terried across the harbor to Boston. 

‘We think they pretty much trashed the tavern,' said Cheney. 
"It looks like the tavern was almost completely cleaned out.' 

The tavern was destroyed on June 17, 1775, when British troops, 
angered by provincial snipers, set rire to most of Charlestown 
immediately before the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

The archeologists have concluded that most of the artifacts 
discovered at the site date to 1775 or earlier. 

After the fire, the town decided not to rebuild. Townspeople 
dumped dirt over the ruined structures and later used the area as a 
parade ground. 

‘The wnole tning is capped by a destruction layer from the fire 
and that was buried in 1780 with 3 feet of fill," said Cheney. 'So 
what we have is everything just as it looked right after the rire.' 

The building was one ot about 100 historic and prehistoric sites 
ain Charlestown identified in 1981 py the Institute tor Conservation 
Archeology at Harvard University's Peabody Museum. 

Among the many artifacts recovered in and around the Great House 
are pottery, glasses, stoneware plates, silverware, clay pipes, 
gaming pieces, coins, rooting tiles, fence posts, a wine cellar, 
and a copper spigot used to tap beer barrels.

GRAVES: An Old-English name derived by some authorities from a word 
denoting grove (from residence there) and by others from one 
denoting steward. It is in Ireland since the sixteenth century 
(then often spelt Greaves) and has long associations with Cos. 
Cork, Offaly and Tyrone, but is best known for its connection with 
Dublin University. See Greeves. 


GREEVES, GREAVES: Though Reaney distinguishes between Greaves and 
Graves, deriving the former from an Old-English word meaning 
thicket or grove, but Graves (and also Grieve) from one denoting 
steward or farm bailiff, it is impossible to differentiate them in 
Ireland unless relevant evidence is available in particular cases. 
The uncertainty is increased if we accept Woulfe's statement that 
the Irish O Griobhthain has been anglicized Grieve as well as O 
Griffen, etc. There is an occasional reference to Greves in 
records relating to Cork as early as the fourteenth century but 
seldom occurs until the seventeenth century when it came from 
England as Grieve and has since been found mainly in Ulster, where 
it is now numerous as Greeves. See Graves.

John Graves (1) of Densberry, England, arrived in St. Mary's Co., 
Maryland, in 1719. The following year he had a farm patented to 
him by the English government which he named "Densberry Hill" after 
his English home. 

It was believed by some of his descendants, but not definitely 
established, that John Graves was the son of Rear Admiral Thomas 
Graves (of Thanckes, Cornwall, England) who was born in 1680. He 
was the son of James Graves who was a descendant of an ancient 
Yorkshire family and coheir of Sir John Herdman of Stannington. 
Rear Admiral Thomas Graves is known to have had sons’ William, and 
Thomas who married Elizabeth Williams. (This is not the same 
family as that of Rear Admiral Thomas Graves of Charlestown, Mass.) 

Descendant John Wesley Graves wrote: "My father used to say 
there were three brothers who came over to America about Mayflower 
time, one an Admiral, one a Doctor or Surgeon, and one an editor." 

Descendant John Edwards Graves, son of John Wesley Graves, 
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wrote: "Three brothers left Dansbury, England in 1719. Each 
received a 6000 acre land grant. One established Dansbury 
(actually Danbury), Conn.; one Dansville (actually Danville), Va.; 
and the third Dansbury Hill, Maryland (in St. Marys Co.). 

There is a town named Denbury in Devon in southwestern England, 
about halfway between Ashburton and the English Channel. This may 
be the same as Densberry or Dansbury. It is also interesting to 
note that the county of Devon is next to Cornwall where John's 
probable father lived.

"Graves Family Holds Reunion Sunday 
Descendants of Old Kentucky and Virginia Meet at Graves Chapel 
to Form Association 


A little less than one hundred years ago, in the year of 1838, 
when this section of the state was little more than a wilderness, 
Mrs. Celia Graves came with her three sons, William, James and 
Washington, the oldest but 18 years of age, to that part of Macon 
county near where Graves Chapel now stands. The three sons grew to 
faanhood in that vicinity, married and reared families, most of 
which settled near the old homestead, and it was the descendants of 
these three men who met Sunday in an annual reunion. Friends and 
neighbors of the families were invited, and some 300 people were 
present when Rev. Knupp of Clarence arose to deliver the morning 
sermon, a sermon filled with admonition as to the better choice in 
our mode of living, individually, as a family, or as a nation. 

At noon the congregation gathered on the bluegrass lawn in front 
of the Chapel building to eat their fill of the excellent dinner 
prepared by women of the community. Until 2:30 o'clock, those 
present visited one with another, talking over days that were past 
and days that were yet to come, and at the hour named they once 
more gathered in the Chapel to hear Congressman Andy Romjue talk on 
the value of the preservation of family records and family history. 
His splendid talk was an incentive to the members of the family 
present to make an effort to collect all data possible concerning 
their family history, and an organization was effected on the spot. 
Philip Graves was elected president; Miss Mary Graves, secretary, 
and the names of the family present were recorded as a basis from 
which to build up the Association. 
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The Graves family is one of the oldest in the United States. 
Early in the 17th century, Thomas Graves of England. emigrated to 
Virginia and settled in what is now known as King and Queen county. 
The family is noted for its longevity, and legend has it that this 
first American Graves lived to the great age of 130 years [untrue]. 
He left two sons, John and Thomas Graves [actually g-g-grandsons, 
John born about 1685-90, and Thomas born 1691], and the early 
records of Spotsylvania county show that these two men began to buy 
land in that county in 1725. Thomas Graves finally settled on the 
line between Spotsylvania and Hanover counties where he operated a 
large mill—andwhere he was alarge landowner. Heal so purchased—a 
large tract of land in Albemarle county, but made his home in 
Spotsylvania county until his death in 1768. His wife's maiden 
name was Ann Rice, daughter of William Rice of Hanover, and she 
survived him for many years. [Ann's maiden name was Davenport, or 
possibly Clark. There was an Ann Rice, daughter of William Rice 
and Sarah Helms of Culpeper Co., Va., who married John Graves (b. 
1737, d. 1825 in Boone Co., Ky.) John was a distant cousin of 
Thomas Graves, b. 1691.] 

Their children became widely scattered. John removed to North 
Carolina; Rosanna married John Spencer and moved to Albemarle 
county; William remained in Virginia; David lived -near 
Charlottesville; and -Thomas and Rice emigrated to Kentucky. 

It was from the Kentucky branch of the family that the Missouri 
Graves family is descended. Mrs. Celia Graves, who came with her 
three sons to Macon county, was the widow of Thomas Graves of 
Pulaski county, Ky. William R. Graves, her oldest son, married 
Permelia Reynolds, daughter of George Reynolds of near Woodville, 
and they made their home on 40 acres of land where the home of John 
Tooley now stands. To this first farm Mr. Graves added acre after 
acre until he finally owned 900 acres in that locality. He had 
thirteen children, two of which died in infancy.... 

Mrs. William Graves died at the age of 46 and she and her two 
infant children were the first that were buried in the family 
burying ground on the Graves farm. This cemetery, which consisted 


-O£ five acres, was deeded by W. R. Graves to the Macon county 


court. The second wife of Mr. Graves was Mrs. Catherine Hudson 
(?), a sister of his first wife. She died in 1893 and he then made 
his home with his daughter, Mrs. John Tooley, until his death in 
1897 at the age of 75. 

After his death, his children, together with their relatives and 
friends, built the present Graves Chapel. Rev. F. Theo. Mayhew, a 
Christian minister of Callao, who had held a tabernacle meeting in 
the community in 1897, was the founder of the Church, which was 
completed in 1898, and dedicated in August of that year by Rev. J. 
W. Ramsey... 

And so it was the descendants of this pioneer family that met 
last Sunday, Aug. 28, on the bluegrass covered hill near the old 
home of William R. Graves, to form the association that would draw 
closer the ties that bound them to one another and to the land that 
their ancestors had taken from the wilderness almost 100 years 
ago. 

As can be seen, there are many errors in this newspaper account, 
but it provides an interesting starting point for tracing the 
family history. For the ancestry of Thomas and Rice Graves and 
their children, see pp. 125-135, 1980 newsletter.

Magazine, a vice president of a Chicago advertising 
agency, and, while in Des Moines,. Iowa, with Better Homes & 

, a lecturer in journalism at Drake University. For six 
years ne was a senior associate and director of public information 
for The Perkins & Will Partnership, architects. 

He is on the editorial advisory board of The Nation's School 
Magazine, and his views on the problems of the decaying schoolhouse 


have been published in the new book, The Schoolhouse in the City.

MICHAEL GRAVES, The Controverial Architect Builds for the Future 


Rich, sleepy Princeton, N.J., has a history of sheltering 
geniuses and iconoclasts. Einstein was very happy there. So is 
architect Michael Graves -- without question an iconoclast. 

A professor of architecture for 23 years, Graves was until 
recently considered more a teacher, theorist and maker of beautiful 
architectural drawings and murals than a creator of real buildings. 
For his superchic additions to suburban houses, Graves earned the 
rather disparaging title, "the cubist kitchen king." 

Few knew of his other buildings or his designs for tables, 
lighting, rugs, silverware, posters and fabrics, or the tremendous 
drive which has made Graves the architect of the hour, if not the 
decade. 

The current uproar over his proposed addition to the Whitney 
Museum has its seeds in a Portland, Ore., public building he 
completed in 1980. With gigantic columns and keystone-like shapes 
on the facades, its sides decorated with concrete wreaths and 
ribbons, the building has been variously described as "a turkey," 
"a giant jukebox" and "the most important public building to open 
so far this decade." 

In Portland, and in Louisville, Ky., with his Humana Hospital 
building, Graves has made clear his move away from austere forms. 
Quick to defend his eclecticism (evident in his plan for the 
10-story, $37.5-million Whitney addition), Graves says, "Most 
architecture was so abstract that the man in’the street needed a 
kind of text to understand what went on. I'm trying something more 
figurative." 

Not everyone is beguiled. In New Orleans to receive an award, 
Graves was dismayed to see colleagues sporting buttons saying, "I 
Don't Dig Graves" and others with drawings of the Portland building 
with a red slash through it. 

"The controversy has taken its toll," Graves says. "Perhaps I 
was naive in thinking the Whitney addition would be accepted

calmly. Naturally, criticism came from Breuer's (the original 
architect) successors and others in line for the job." 


The Whitney, a severe dark gray granite building in the 
Minimalist style, may today receive praise for its strong 
sculptural quality. When it was completed in 1966, there were 
those who were not enthusiastic. 

"The interior, from the smallest to the largest appointments, I 
thought unexceptional," wrote critic Robert M. Coates, of The New 
Yorker. "The building may turn out to be impressive in a Stygian 
way," wrote Ada Louise Huxtable, "or it may be a kind of miniature 
Alcatraz on Madison Ave." 

"I tried to make the Breuer friendly," explains Graves, "by 
picking up the rhythms of his whole composition and incorporating 
the original building into a larger whole." 

Architect Abraham Geller, whose professional reputation rests on 
the Ittleson Child Care Center in Riverdale and Cinemas I and II on 
Third Ave., is one of the most vocal critics of Graves’ design. He 
is a member of the Ad Hoc Committee to Save the Whitney, which has 
600 signatures of prominent architects and citizens. 

"I hope the Whitney board will listen to the advice being 
offered," Geller says, anger animating his voice. "We only want 
the proposed addition to take into account the existing structure, 
Mr. Graves is a very able architect. I can only say he should know 
better." 

Graves has as many powerful allies as he has detractors, among 
them architect Philip Johnson, and architecture critics Huxtable 
and Paul Goldberger. He also has man's traditional best friend. 
Graves' big black dog, Earl, is a tail-wagging sentinel at his 
headquarters in a comfortable colonial house on a shady corner in 
Princeton. It is really two houses joined, one built in the 
mid-1700's and the other 100 years later. Graves has 60 employees 
working in airy workshops connected by secret staircases, 

"I like being here. I have 18 projects going now and have never 
been more creative," says Graves, who, unguarded, looks and acts 
like a collegiate Woody Allen. 

"When Princeton offered me a teaching job 23 years ago, the 
prerequisite was that I live here for the first year. I thought 
that would be it. But much as I love it, Princeton is hard on the 
domestic scene." 

Married and divorced twice, Graves is father to two children and 
has two step-children, ages 18 and 21. "A woman with a career 
usually isn't happy living out here," he says sadly. "There's 
nothing but the university, and I work most of the time." 

The autumn sun slants through the windows of the toyer where he 
talks to visitors. Dressed in jeans, denim shirt and sneakers, 
Graves sits comfortably at a table covered with a paisley cloth, 
piled high with architectural magazines. He is surrounded by 
emblems of his projects. On the mantlepiece are small white Roman 
busts he collects on his trips to Europe, and against a wall a hugh 
Mural of a stylized Roman landscape painted in the colors he is 
identified with -- the soft muted reds and greens typical of 
Italian Renaissance paintings. Books on architecture fill the 
shelves. 

Graves came to his field instinctively. The second son of a 
livestock broker, he grew up in Indianapolis, a bit of a 
disappointment to his parents and himself. "They were very 
conservative," he says, "and not thrilled when my only talents were 
drawing and painting. I must have learned in the womb. If I 
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wasn't going to be Picasso, they thought I snould try to be an 
engineer or an architect. Engineering didn't seem rignt." 

"My tamily didn't have a lot ot dough and I wasn't smart enough 
to get a scholarship, so I went to the University or Cincinnati, 
where you could alternate working two months with two months or 
classes. By the time I got to graduate school at Harvard, I knew 
all the pragmatic stuff my contemporaries were just Learning." 

Atter graduating in 1960, Graves won the Rome Prize, whicn gave 
him a two-year residency at the American Academy in Rome. "That's 
where I really got educated -- talking with art historians, 
classical scholars, painters, musicians, reading in the library. I 
began to think ot architecture not as pure and abstract but as a 
background organized around the human rigure and scaled to human 
activities." 


On his return, he moved to Princeton and began the long process 
ot being accepted. In 1964 he published the book "Five on Five" 
witn architects Richard Meier, Jonn Hejduk, Peter Eisenman and the 
partnership or Charles Gwathmey and Robert Siegel. Until then 
tnere had been little serious architectural criticism. They, in 
Lact, prompted the now routine dialogue between critics and 
architects. 

Slowly Graves got noticed -- tor a plan ne did ror the Museum or 
Modern Art's project for a linear city, and for an exnibition ot 
his drawings at the Max Protech Gallery in 1976. Then came Philip 
Joanson's support tor his plan for the Portland building. 

Commissions such as the Whitney Museum addition have changed 
Graves' life. Hobnobbing with multimillionaires gives him access 
to a world closed to most architects. However, he still lives ina 
halt-rinisned brick ‘and stucco warehouse that he has been 
converting since 1974. 

"In the 1920's, Italian workmen came to Princeton to work on the 
Campus and this was one of the buildings tney used," he explains. 
"Its feeling of a Tuscan farmhouse suits me perrectly." 

Tonignt Graves is on nis way to Mannattan and a party for the 
client for whom he designed the Humana building. For the occasion 
he changes into a suit and tie and wraps an old etching as a gift. 
It depicts Louisville in the mid-19th century. He has drawn in the 
Humana building. 

Stretcning out in his limousine for the ride into the city, 
Graves daydreams: "There are things I'd Like to do tnat I may never 
be asked to do, like a church or a small hotel." More ideas start 
to come as the chaufteur heads up Madison Ave. "I'd also like to 
fix some of tne ill-fitting sites in the city, like the sunken pit 
in front ot the General Motors building and get rid of other 
dreadtul plazas." 

But there's no chance for Graves to re-evaluate the Whitney. 
The limousine turns east; the party is in the 60s and ne nates to 
be late.

"Hugh Dickson, for 42 years was Jonesboro (Ga.) mayor 
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Hugh Dickson, a giant in Jonesboro's history as mayor of the 
city for 42 years, died Wednesday (March 26, 1986) at Christian 
City Convalescent Center of complications resulting from a stroke. 
He was 81. Mr. Dickson had suffered a stroke, his second, last 
month. After a September 1984 stroke, he had declined to seek 
office again. 

The funeral will be at 11 a.m. Saturday at Jonesboro United 
Methodist Church with burial at Jonesboro City Cemetery. 

Mr. Dickson was mayor from 1939 to 1948, and again from 1953 to 
1984, Earlier, he had been a councilman for four years, in 
1935-38, 

'This is a great loss for the people of Jonesboro,' Mayor B. L. 
Yonce said. ic 

Mr. Dickson stayed with his other employer, the First National 
Bank of Atlanta, for 45 years. He joined the bank in 1924 and 
retired as a vice president in 1969. f 

"He didn't ever let up. When he started something, he stayed 
with it,' said his wife, Mrs. Ruth Sanders Dickson of Jonesboro. 

His salary as mayor 'was never very much,' she said. ‘That 
didn't matter. This was his hobby. He loved being mayor, and he 
loved people.' 

David Hugh Dickson was born July 6, 1904, in the panhandle of 
south Clayton County. His father was county sheriff. The family 
moved into Jonesboro when the future mayor was a small child. 

He joined First National Bank after high school, and attended 
various banking schools, his wife recalled. 

Mr. Dickson also was a former member of the Clayton County 
school board, and belonged to the Masons and Jonesboro United 
Methodist Church. 

Surviving in addition are a son, David H. Dickson, Jr. of Villa 
Rica; a daughter, Mrs. Joan Stanton of San Mateo, Calif.; a 
brother, Jack Dickson of Queen City, Texas; three sisters, Miss 
Corrie Dickson of Jonesboro and Mrs. Cecile Stanfield and Mrs.

WILLIAM GRAVES OF SOUTH CAROLINA AND TENNESSEE 
AND HIS DESCENDANTS

The following Graves Pamily Newsletter references (given as 
year:page numbers) pertain to the William Graves of interest and/or 
his descendants: 1976:43-44; 1977:21,38; 1980:36; 1983:116-117; 
1984:104; 1985:32-33. Jacob Graves of Tippah Co., MS, possible son 
of William, is referred to in 1979:118-119; 1983:48. Lawrence 
Decatur Graves, sometimes placed as son of Jacob, is referred to in 
1978:50-55; 1981:17; 1984:104. (ED. NOTE: For the likely ancestry 
of Lawrence Decatur Graves/Greaves, see 1986:14-15.) References to 
the family of Johann ("Hans") Sebastian ("Boston") Graff or Graves, 
of German origin and possible ancestor of William Graves, appear in 
1978:39; 1982:48; 1983:96; amd 1984:14-24, 27-28; 1985:92. 


The compiler, whose wife is descended from Thomas Graves of 
Jamestown, VA, became interested in the ancestry of Jacob Graves of 
Tippah Co., MS while tracing the lines of his distant cousin, Mrs. 
Pat Clemons of Texarkana, TX, who is descended from Jacob. For 
several years, no clue concerning Jacob's forebears could be found, 
but a preponderance of evidence analysis has now led to a fairly 
definite break-through. 


Information compiled by Dorothy Graves (Mrs. J.V. Butler), Mrs. 
Nellie Hanson, and Louise G. (Mrs. Aaron E.) Landy has established 
with a high degree of probability that the William and Elizabeth 
Graves in the 1790 and 1800 Abbeville, SC censuses, and Elizabeth 
in the 1820 census of Franklin Co., TN (William had died about 
1808), are the parents of (1) Jacob Graves of Franklin and Madison 
Cos., TN, and of (2) John R. Graves of Franklin, Lincoln, and 
Madison Cos., TN. ‘The compiler of these notes believes that (3) 
Joseph Graves, the only Graves in the 1830 census of Franklin Co., 
is also a son of William and Elizabeth, and that Jacob Graves 
Graves of Tippah Co., MS is the same person ans William's son 
Jacob. The distribution of children in age groups in William's 
census records are compatible with the above named three Graves men 
being William's sons. William was born by 1755 and Elizabeth was 
probably born about 1763. , 


From Mrs. Butler's data, William and his family came to TN about 
1804 (when John R. was 14, according to his obituary). Mrs. Landy 
says they came in an ox-drawn wagon train along with the Noes, 
Cobbs, Kellys, Harrisons, and Freemans. Many of William's 
descendants intermarried with these families. Since William and 
Elizabeth appear to have had one son born 1810-20, William 
presumably died 1810 or later, but certainly by 1820. Mrs. Landy's 
notes indicate that William died in 1808 and that son Jacob 
executed his will. 
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William Graves' 1800 Abbeville Co., SC census entry is near 
several Love families and several members of his family are buried 
in the Love Cemetery in Madison Co., TN, raising the possibility 
that Elizabeth may have been of the Love family. MThe following 
observations concerning William Graves" parentage are purely 
speculative, but may provide a basis for further research: 

1. Among the family of Jacob Graves of Tippah Co., MS, placed 
tentatively as William's son of that name, there was a 
definite tradition of a German origin. 

2. There is a weak but definite tradition of German ancestry in 
Mrs. Butler's family. 

3. According to Mrs. Landy, there was a William Graves, son of 
John, same age as William of Abbeville Co., SC; who was 
Orphaned in Orange Co., NC. 

4. The well-documented Johann Sebastian Graff or Graves of NC 
did live at one time in Orange Co., NC. He is said to have 
had perhaps 17 children, including sons named Jacob, 
William, and John, reminiscent of the names of the sons of 
William Graves of Abbeville, SC. Johann's dates are 
compatible with his being the father of this William, and 
descendants of Johann's son William have not been traced by 
any researcher. 


From the 1790 and 1800 censuses of Abbeville Co., SC, and the 
1820 and 1830 censuses of Franklin Co., TN, it can be established 
that William and Elizabeth (perhaps Love) Graves had 10 or 1l 
children (daughter d. and e. may be the same person): 

(1) a. son, b. by 1790 (90), by 1794 (00), 1790-1800 (20), almost 
certainly Jacob. If, as believed by the compiler, this 
Jacob was the one of Tippah Co., MS, then he was b. 1 Jan. 
1783 in NC. Some sources state that the full name of Jacob 
of MS was William Jacob. 

b. son (*), b. by 1790 (90), 1784-90 (00), perhaps about 1785. 
c. son (*), b. by 1790 (90), 1784-90 (00), perhaps about 1787. 
d. daughter, b. by 1790 (90), d. or m. by 1800 unless she is 
- the same person as e. 

e. daughter, b. 1790-1800 (00), may be the same person as , 

(2) £. son, b. 1790-1800 (00), almost certainly John Ry, b. 3 
Sept. 1791, Abbeville Co., SC. 

g.- daughter, b. 1790-1800 (00). 
h. daughter, b. 1790-1800 (00), 1794-1804 (20). 

(3) i. son, b. 1802-4 (20), believed to be Joseph, b. 1800-10, by 
(30) and placed as son of William and Elizabeth = by 
hypothesis of the compiler. 

j- daughter, b. 1804-10 (20). 
k. son, b. 1810-20 (20). 


(*) Although not very likely, it is possible that sons b. or c. may 
be identified with the William L. Graves of 1840 Madison Co., 
TN, or the Martin Graves of 1830/40 Lincoln Co., TN. 


(In the above list of children, the following references are 
used: (90) refers to 1790 census of Abbeville Co., SC; (00) to the 
1800 census of that county; (20) refers to the 1820 census of 
Franklin Co., TN; and (30) to the 1830 census of that county. 
Unfortunately, the 1810 censuses of all TN counties except 
Rutherford were lost.) 
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1. JACOB GRAVES, son of William and Elizabeth, certainly appears 
to be the one of that name in the 1812 Franklin Co., TN tax list 
and the widower Jacob Graves in the 1820 census of that county 
(20011-32). It is believed that he is also the Jacob Graves 
(sometimes called William Jacob) in the following census records: 
1840 Hardeman Co., TN (11111001-1100001); and 1850, 1860, and 1870 
Tippah Co., MS. 


The facts presented in Appendix A for Jacob born 1783 and Jacob 
of Franklin Co., TN dovetail very convincingly, and the 
preponderance of evidence is that there is only one Jacob, and that 
consequently Jacob of MS b. 1793 is a son of William and Elizabeth 
Graves of Abbeville Co., SC. Under this assumption, published 
records of Shelby Creek cemetery on the Benton-Tippah Co., MS line, 
show Jacob's birth and death as 1 Jan. 1783 and 9 March 1875. The 
three later census records show his birthplace as NC and family 
tradition indicates that he was of German ancestry. 


Combining the evidence from different sources, it appears that 
Jacob Graves was married twice, with several children from each 
marriage. At the time of the 1820 Franklin Co., TN census, he was 
a widower with 7 children indicating that he must have married 
first about 1806 to a wife whose name is not known. Their 5 
daughters and 2 sons, presumably all born in Franklin Co., TN, 
were:

c. daughter, b. 1810-20.

(*) The names Jacob (Jr.), Thomas, and George sometimes appear on 
lists of Jacob's children, but cannot be matched with: entries 
in the 1840 and subsequent censuses of Jacob's household. 
Since Jacob could presumably be the same person as son James 
Edgar (b. 1826), it is possible that the sons in the above list 
may have been named Thomas and George. 


Jacob married again about 1824 to Elizabeth ------ , said to be 
a Brumley in unproved family records. From census and cemetery 
records, she was b. 1 Jan. 1806 in TN, d. 27 Aug. 1884, and is bur. 
at Shelby Creek, Combining the information found in family and 
census records yields a maximum list of nine children for Jacob and 
Elizabeth Graves:

APPENDIX A 


The following strong chain of evidence supports the compiler's 
hypothesis that all the above references are to the same Jacob 


Graves. 


1. William's 1800 Abbeville census records supports his oldest son 
being born in 1783. 

2. As already noted, some sources show the full name of Jacob (b. 
1783) as William Jacob, which is suggestive of his being 
William's son. 

3. Tradition among descendants of Jacob (b. 1783) is that he 
married secondly (apparently about 1824), Elizabeth ----- , and 
that he had children by a former marriage. This circumstance 
correlates with Jacob of Franklin Co., TN being a widower in 


1820. 
4. The 1850 and 1860 censuses disagree on the birth places of the 
children of Jacob and Elizabeth -- the ones born between 1824 


and 1835 are shown as born in TN in one census, in AL by 
another, definitely compatible with a TN origin, a move to AL, 
and a return to TN, definitely supportive of the one Jacob 
hypothesis. 

5. Jacob, son of William, disappears from Franklin Co. after the 
1820 census and does not appear on either the TN or AL census 
in 1830. However, Jacob, born 1783, is said to have come to 
Jackson Co., AL (immediately south of Franklin Co., TN!) by 
about 1828. 

6. Newsletter 1983:117 states that the following poll taxes have 
been found in Madison Co., TN: 


Jacob Graves, 1825-26-27-29-30 
John Graves, 1822-23-26-27 


7. %In 1830, when Jacob (b. 1783) was reported in Jackson Co., Alb, 
John R., son of William, was in neighboring Lincoln Co., TN. 

8. Elizabeth Caroline Graves, b.c. 1820 and placed by descendants 
as the daughter of a wife other than the mother of the younger 
children, married Reuben Riggs in Jackson Co., AL, 1830-40. 
She could well be one of the 3 daughters b. 1810-20 in the 
household of the widowed Jacob in the 1820 Franklin Co., ITN 
census. 

9. From the previous two items, a reconstructed scenario is that 
John and then later Jacob, moved from Franklin Co. to Madison

TN in the early 1820's, but then left before the 1830 


census, John apparently going to Lincoln Co., TN after 1827 
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(where he appears in the 1830 census and where he received land 
grants in 1832) and Jacob (as reported by family tradition) to 
Jackson Co., AL around 1830. If, as believed, there is only 
one Jacob involved in these references, a good explanation as 
to why Jacob was missed in both the TN and AL 1830 census is 
that he was moving (perhaps staying a while with relatives on 
the route) or that he arrived in AL at census time. 

10. Both Jacob (b. 1783) and John R. were in west TN by 1840 -- 
John in Madison Co. and Jacob, as already noted, in adjoining 
Hardeman Co. Presumably, this was the second time both had 
lived in west TN. In 1840, Jacob had one son, b. 1810-20, as 
well as 6 other younger children. The older son could well be 
one of the two sons b,. 1810-20 in the household of the widowed 
Jacob in the 1820 Franklin Co., TN census. 4 

11. Finally, there is no known evidence that contradicts Jacob (b. 
1783) and Jacob of Franklin Co., TN being the same person.

A questionnaire was sent late last year to all newsletter 
subscribers and a few others. More than half were returned, and 
the results have been very helpful in guiding the start. of the 
Graves Family Association, 

The questions that were asked were: 

1. Would you be willing to help in some way, and, if so, how? 

2. Should there be 2 classes of membership -- with and without 
newsletter? If so, do $20 and $5 respectively seem reasonable 
for annual dues, and would you join at those prices? 

3. Would you be interested in a national meeting of the Association 
in 1986? Where and when? 


The responses were: 

1. 46% of those who responded were interested in helping in some 
way. Of those, 11% volunteered as officers, 59% said they would 
contact family members or do genealogical research, 13% were 
willing to write newsletter articles, and the remaining 17% 
volunteered to do typing, help with meetings, etc. 

2. Only 16% of the respondents were opposed to 2 classes of 
membership, usually because they didn't see any reason for it. 
Less than 4% of the replies said the proposed dues were 
unreasonable. Interestingly, there were a couple of people who 
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thought dues should be higher. 92% of those answering this 
question said they would join at the $20 and $5 dues prices. 

3. 59% of those responding said they would be interested in 
attending a national meeting. The most popular cities were 
Dallas, San Francisco, Washington, and Chicago, as shown in the 
following table. The most popular months were Sept. and Oct. 
(Note: The places and months with * next to them were the ones 
specifically listed on the questionnaire. )

IN 47130 is probably a 6th cousin of Cindy Holsapple Boone, both 
probably descended from JOHN GRAVES and Margery Harvey of Randolph 
Co., N.C. The ancestor charts on pages 69 and 70 show his descent 
from John Graves. It is interesting that the mother of Hannah 
Fincher, Theodosia Kent (?), was a daughter of King George III of 
England and Hannah Lightfoot. He is interested in learning more of 
this part of the family. 

He wrote that two of the children of Richard Graves (son of 
John) and Hannah Fincher were his Mary Ann Graves and Jean (Jane) 
Graves. "This is where my connection to Cindy comes in. I have 
heard from several sources that the daughter who married Randolph 
Bowling (or Boling) was named Jean but was called Jane... I have 
also heard that this same Jean was ancestor to Woodrow Wilson's 
wife." 

(ED. NOTE: John Graves who married Margery Harvey, shown as the 
ancestor on the charts, has been discussed in the newsletter. The 
possible connection with Jane Graves is interesting. Jane and John 
were both from Randolph Co., N.C., and one of Jane's daughters was 
Bethena Bowling who m. Henry W. Nicholson in 1836. He was son of 
Benjamin Nicholson and Jemima Starr. 

A couple of years ago, Cindy Holsapple Boone wrote that it has 
been passed down by word of mouth through the family that Jane 
Graves was a daughter of John Graves and Margery Harvey. They have 
no proof. Can anyone help provide the needed evidence? Note that 
her comments differ from those of Mr. Farley, who said Jane was a 
granddaughter of John Graves.) 


Mrs. Harley Wayland, Rt. 2, #95, Arnett, OK 73832 is descended from 
JANE GRAVES and Randolph Boling (see preceding query). Jane was 
born in N.C., married in N.C., and died and was buried about 1870 
in Washington Co., Ind. She wants to know Jane's parents, and said 
"My g-g-grandfather, Benjamin F. Boling, was their son.

He now thinks he has also found a descent on his father's side 
from Capt. Thomas Graves. He is apparently descended from William 
Stone, who is said to have married Verlinda Graves, b.c. 1618, 
daughter of Capt. Thomas Graves. 

However, he is confused by the following section on Governor 
William Stone from a book he recently found. Items in parentheses 
are corrections or additions made by Mr. Cagle. "William Stone 
married Verlinda, the daughter of Jane Cotton (Capt. Thomas Graves) 
who had come, according to tradition, to Virginia as a widow from 
Bunbury, Cheshire, England, and joined her son, the Rev. William 
Cotton, rector of the Lower Parish of Accomac. Peculiarly, Jane 
(Joane) Cotton did not claim rights to land for her migration nor 
is there any record of any one claiming land for her transportation 
and that of her husband.

On July 10, 1637, however, William Cotton, Clerke, was granted 
350 acres of land called the 'Old Man's Neck' between the two main 
branches of Hungar's Creek eastwardly unto the woods, westwardly 
down the creek and north to the land of Captain William Stone. One 
hundred acres were for his own and the personal adventure of his 
wife Anne Graves, and 250 acres for the transporting of five 
persons, 

His (William Cotton's) daughter, Verlinda Cotton, married Thomas 
Burdett and Richard Botghton, and settled in Charles County." 

Can anyone help with clarification on the Stone connection? 


Mr. J. A. Isbell, Jre, 5252 McCormick Mt. Dr., Austin, TX 78734 
wrote that his wife is descended from Capt. THOMAS GRAVES of Va. as 
shown on the ancestor chart on the next page. James Russell 
Higginbotham (#26 on the chart) is descended as follows: (1) Capt. 
Thomas Graves, (2) Francis Graves, (3) Francis Graves, Jr., (4) 
Clara Graves, m. Aaron Higginbotham, (5) Col. Samuel Higginbotham, 
(6) Blakeley (or Blakley) Higginbotham, (7) James Russell 
Higginbotham. 

There may be question on some of the intermediate generations, 
and he would appreciate more information on this line. 


Mr. William L. Murphy, Box 26482, Raleigh, NC 27611, descended from 
both Capt. THOMAS GRAVES of Va. and CONRAD GRAVES or GRAFF (see 
previous query, pp. 91, 92, 93, 1985 newsletter) wrote: 

"I have done some hunting in Pennsylvania on the Graff line but 
have kept it narrowed down to those men with the name Conrad or 
variants thereof. There are literally hundreds of Graffs who came 
into Pennsylvania and left some sort of record. My Conrad 
supposedly migrated from the Heidelburg School area of Bucks (or 
Berks?) or Lancaster Co., Pa. to Rowan Co., N.C. aS a young 
unmarried man. I have so far found only two Conrads, both of whom 
fit the right time and place. One Conrad was a son of Johan George 
Graff and Catharine nee Graf. He was born in Lancaster on 20 Aug. 
1744 and died 11 Aug. 1784. He married Susanna Schwarz on 24 Jan. 
1775 and had three sons, all who died young and unmarried.... This 
could not have been my Conrad. The other Conrad was John Cunradt, 
a son of John Michael Graff of Lancaster County. He was born 22 
Sept. 1734 and baptized 13 Oct. 1734. His sponsors were John 
Cunradt Fey/Fry and his wife Anna Elizabetha. So far, he is the 
most likely candidate for my Conrad. 

John Michael Graff was from Elsenz in the Northern Kraichgau. 
He was called "the miller's servant" in the records there. His 
wife was Catharina by whom he had an unknown child in 1728 and 
arrived in Pennsylvania on the Dragon in 1732. He married a second 
time, wife's name unknown to me, and had John George born 6 April 
1739 and John Cunradt, both of whom were baptized at Trinity 
Lutheran Church in Lancaster. There was also a daughter Maria 
Catarina born 9 Nov. 1742 who appears in the records of Muddy Creek 
Lutheran church. I have not been able to find or trace John 
Cunradt any further in the Pennsylvania records, so he may have 
joined the migration southward to Rowan and have become my 
ancestor. 

There was a German Lutheran Church in Davie Co. (old Rowan Co.) 
where my Conrad settled. It was called New Jerusalem and nothing 
remains today but the cemetery. A fraction of the records have 
made it through the years and contain some few references to the 
Graff family, mainly Conrad's sons John George and Phillip Jacob."

What's a Fun Day in This Town? 
Chasing Taxis and Reading Them 


When motorists in Charlottesville, Va., want something to read, 
they look for a Yellow Cab. What they find there may be worth a 
smile. 

Each of the Yellow Cab. Co.'s 38 taxis has a slogan painted on 
the back. Current slogans include "Bald Heads are the first to 
know when it rains," and "We never make mistrakes." 

"They're like vanity license plates," says Dan Lehman, a local 
reporter. "When you're stuck in traffic or waiting for a light, 
and there's a cab in front of you, it's interesting to see what's 
on that one. 

The taxi company's owners, Jay Graves and his father, James, 
think up the slogans and change them every three years or so when 
the cabs are repainted. "I try to think of something provocative 
to make people think," James Graves says. In fact, the signs have 
convinced customers of a Graves family motto, "A thinking fellow 
calls a Yellow." 

The company also used to accept political advertising with a 
twist: When a Republican City Council candidate advertised on a 
cab, the company donated the revenue to the Democratic Party. 

Grandfather Julian began with one taxi about 53 years ago. In 
the 1960's, James bought the city bus system, which consisted at 
the time of six dilapidated buses. He changed the name to Yellow 
Transit Co., repainted the buses, and gave them stereo systems and 
window boxes bursting with flowers. He also painted a slogan on 
the back of each bus. 

One bus slogan -- "For sale. Mahogany highboard by old lady 
with reinforced drawers" -- drew a few complaints, but most 
customers were pleased with the new service and the business 
thrived. When the city bought the bus system in 1975, it consisted 
of more than a dozen colorful vehicles. 

Today's Yellow Cabs lack window boxes and flowers, but the 
company's slogans have continued.

REAR ADMIRAL THOM GRAVES CHARLESTOWN, MASS 


In the previous issue of the newsletter, pages 54-58, the family 
of Rear Admiral Thomas Graves in England was discussed. In that 
issue, Thomas is shown as #29 on page 57.

Graves, listed as #4 in this genealogy, was actually a step- 
daughter of Thomas Graves, the child of Katherine by a previous 
marriage. 


GENERATION 1 

Thomas Graves (1) was born 6 June 1605 at Ratcliff, England, near 
London (or in Stepney, part of the city of London), was baptized 16 
June 1605 at Stepney, and died 31 May 1653, probably in 
Charlestown, Mass. His will was dated 13 June 1652 and probated 1 
Oct. 1653. Thomas Graves sprang from a prominent shipbuilding and 
mariner family of London, and came to America as early as 1628. He 
was a skillful shipmaster, and was mate of the Talbot, in which 
Higginson came to Salem, Mass. in 1629. He was master of various 
vessels plying between the old and new world until he brought his 
family to America about 1637 and settled in Charlestown, Mass., 
probably at the same time that his wife's mother came. 

He married Katherine (or Katharine or Catharine) Gray before 
1635-in England... She was a daughter of Thomas Gray and Katherine 
Myles (daughter and co-heir of Robert Myles, of Sutton, in County 
Suffolk). Thomas Gray died in 1607, and his widow married on 23 
Dec. 1610 at Harwick, England, Rowland Coytemore, of Wrappings, a 
widower, who died in 1626; she came to New England in 1636 or 1637 
and settled in Charlestown, Mass.; was admitted to the church in 
1638, and died 28 Nov. 1659. 

Thomas Graves was admitted to the. First Church, Charlestown, 
with his wife, 7 Aug. 1639, and was made freeman at general court, 
Boston, on 13 May 1640.. He became possessed of a large amount of 
land in Charlestown and Woburn. He continued to follow the sea, 
and while in command of a merchantman captured a Dutch man of war 
in the British Channel, for which gallant act he was appointed by 
Parliament captain of the frigate President on 30 May 1652. The 
following year he was appointed rear admiral of the White, and on 
board the St. Andrews (360 men and 56 guns) he participated in the 
naval battles with the Dutch, and was killed 31 July 1653. His 
wife died 21 Feb. 1682. Thomas is said to have been commissioned 
Rear Admiral in the British Navy by Oliver Cromwell, after the 
overthrow of King Charles I. Previous to that event he had been in 
America and laid plans for his future abode here, by securing, for 
some service rendered the colony, a grant of 250 acres of land 
located in that part of what was then Charlestown, now near 
Wilmington, called the "land of nod". For some years he commanded 
a vessel running between Boston and the ports of the mother 
country. By this means he kept up his acquaintance with men and 
affairs in. England. He was on familiar terms with the principal 
men of the Mass. Colony, and was held by them in high esteem, being 
pronounced by Gov. Winthrop after his death in 1653, "an able and 
godly man". Winthrop wrote his name Greaves, 


Will of Thomas Graves of Charlestown: This my last will and 
testament is that I do bequeath unto my beloved wife Katharine 
Graves, my now dwelling house scittuate in Charlestowne in New 
England for the terme of her life, and also the one-third part of 
all my goods, shiping & moneys and plate, I give and bequeath unto 
my daughter Rebecca five pound, & to her child three pound, I do

Hon. Thomas Graves (5) was born about 1638 in Charlestown, Mass., 
and died 30 May 1697 in Charlestown. He graduated from Harvard 
College in the class of 1656 with the brothers Eleazer and Increase 
Mather, John Haynes (son of Governor Haynes), Robert Paine, John 
Emerson, and John Elliott (son of the Apostle Elliott). For a time 
he was a tutor at Harvard College. He studied medicine and became 
a successful practicing physician, a judge in a Superior Court, and 
representative in the General Court of the Colony. He was a very 
able, learned and successful citizen, and on several occasions was 
appointed Commissioner to settle disputes in the Colony and to make 
investigations for the public good. He was admitted to the First 
Church at Charlestown July 7, 1665. 

He first married Elizabeth Hagburne, daughter of Samuel Hagburne 
and Katharine. Dighton, and widow of Dr. John Chickering of Dedham, 
Mass., on 16 May 1677. She was born 7 May 1635 in England, and 
died 22 July 1679 in Charlestown. 

He’ secondly married Sarah Stedman on 15 May 1682. She was a 
daughter of John and Alice Stedman of Cambridge, Mass., and widow 
of Samuel Alcock who was her second husband, the first having been 
John Brackett. After Thomas Graves died, she married Captain John 
Phillips as her fourth husband, and died 1 March 1731 in her 87th 
year.

Hon. Thomas Graves (10) was born 28 Sept. 1683 in Charlestown, 


Mass., and was baptized there in the First Church 30 Sept. 1683. 
He graduated from Harvard College in the class of 1703. He first 
Married Sybil Avery, daughter of Dr. Jonathan Avery and Sybil 
Sparhawk, on 9 Sept. 1708. She was born 11 Aug. 1683, and died 1 
Nov. 1721 of small pox. 

He secondly married Ann Antram on 23 June 1728. She was the 
widow of Edward Watts who had inherited the Governor Bellingham 
estate. Previous to the marriage, Thomas Graves had purchased for 
3000 pounds the 19/30 interest of Ann Watts in the estate and in 
contemplation of marriage had made an indenture under date of June 
21 1728 by which it was provided that they should have the mutual 
use of the property during their lives and on their deaths one half 
interest in same should go to the respective heirs of each. The 
Bellingham property was divided by a tri-party agreement made June 
25, 1728 by Thomas Graves and Ann Watts. Daniel and Samuel Watts, 
by which what was afterwards known as the "Cary Farm" at Chelsea, 
Mass. was allotted to Thomas and Ann and descended to the daughter 
of Thomas Graves, Katharine, wife of Hon. James Russell and 
Margaret, wife of Capt. Samuel Cary. It eventually became the sole 
property of the latter. 

Ann (Watts) Graves died 23 March 1738 at 49 years of age, and 
was buried in Christ Church Rectory. 

Thomas Graves thirdly married Phebe Vassal on 11 Feb. 1739 in 
Braintree, Mass. She was born 1695, daughter of Samuel Penhallow 
and Mary Cutt, and granddaughter of Governor John Cutt of New 
Hampshire. Her first husband had been Capt. Thomas Gross of 
Boston. For her second husband she married Leonard Vassal, son of 
John Vassal and Ann Lewis, on 10 Oct. 1734. He was born 1678 in 
Jamaica, and died 20 June 1737. After the death of Thomas Graves 
she married as her fourth husband Francis Boland on 21 March 
1749/50. She survived him, and died 3 April 1775, aged 80 years. 

The Hon. Thomas Graves followed in the footsteps of his 
distinguished father. The inscription on his tombstone in the Old 
Phipps Street burying ground reads, "Thomas Greaves/Here lyes 
interrd the body of/Hon'ble Thomas Greaves Esq./Who departed this 
life in his sleep/fon the 19 of June 1747 Atatis 63./He was a 
beloved physician, an upright judge/and a wise and good man./XC 
Psalms 10th, ‘It is soon cut off and wee fly away.'" On his 
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tombstone is cut the Graves coat of arms. He died in his sleep on 

19 June 1747 at Charlestown, aged 63 years. Funeral services were 

held on 28 June 1747 in Christ Church in Boston, Mass. _ Rev. 

Timothy Cutler, D.D., one of the most influential and learned of 

the Episcopal Clergy in the Colony, delivered the sermon from 

Matthew 25:21. "His Lord said unto him, Well done thou good and 

faithful servant, enter thou into the Joy of the Lord." Among 

other things said in this memorable sermon which was printed was, 

"Descent from honorable progenitors casts a very desirable lustre 

on a man when seconded by his personal worth, as was the case of 

the deceased. As a physician he was singularly valued and 
respected by his brethren in the practice as well as by all that 
could hope to share in the benefit of his skill. His strong 
abilities improved by a liberal education, his general knowledge, 
his wisdom and penetration, his sound judgement of men and things, 
his great discretion in affairs, his steadiness and integrity of 
mind, without any seeking of his, recommended him to many 
employments of trust and places of honor. It was to his honor that 
in all our Courts General, Superior, and Inferior, nothing weak, 
rash, willful, unrighteous came from him. His private life he 
adorned with everything exemplary and amiable. He was temperate. 

He lived up to his rank in the world without penuriousness or 

extravagance and guided his affairs with discretion. Careful of 

himself, charitable towards others, decent and exact but 
unaffected, without pride and without meanness, grave but not 
morose, sincere in his conversation and winning without flattery. 

Let those of his friendship and acquaintance be thankful to God for 

the endearments of it. Let the public be thankful for the happy 

fruits of his integrity and wisdom." (R-203)

rs. Mary Elle albraith, 484 Vaquero Lane, Santa Barbara, CA 
93111, descended from Capt. THOMAS GRAVES of Va., has some 
interesting speculation and questions involving both Thomas Graves 
of Va. and Rear Admiral Thomas Graves of Charlestown, Mass. 

She wrote: "Our Thomasl came in 1608, and there is not much I 
can find until he brought wife, Katherine ------ 7 and two sons, 
John and Thomas, over in 1616 (or 1622?). Capt. Thomas Graves 
owned his own ships (what evidence for this?) and presumably 
cruised the coast. Among his children was a daughter Ann who m(1) 
William Cotton, m(2) Nathaniel Eaton, m(3) Francis Doughty. 

Now I find in Savage, vol. 2, p. 297: ‘Thomas Graves, of 
Dorchester (presumably Mass., although she speculates that it could 
have been Maryland), whose sad family removed to Virginia, and 
there all died except one, a daughter, miserable enough to throw 
away herself, and good estate, upon Nathaniel Eaton, the outcast 
head of Harvard College. Story in Winth. II, p. 342.'" (Is this 
reference the writing of Gov. Winthrop of Mass. ?) 

She speculates that Capt. Thomas Graves of Va. and Rear Admiral 
Thomas Graves of Charlestown, Mass. may be the same person. 
Rationale for this theory includes the fact that it is not known 
where Thomas of Va. was from 1608 to 1616 or so, the story of the 
removal from Dorchester to Va., the fact that the wife of Thomas of 
Va. was Katherine and that of the Rear Adm. was Katherine Grey, and 
both men may have owned ships. 

(ED. NOTE: There are obviously several areas where more 
information is needed. However, it seems very unlikely that Capt. 
Thomas Graves of Va. is the same person as any of the New England 
Graves.) 


Mrs, Frances Balmer, 254 Beverly Rd., Newark, DE 19711 found some 
information to add to the book on SAMUEL GRAVES of Lynn, MA, ona 
paper that says "Recorded by Samuel Graves (#360)the son of 
Ebenezer and Elizabeth Graves." She thinks some may also have been 
recorded by the father. 

Ebenezer Graves (161) married the widow of William Fowles on 16 
April 1809. This was the year following the death of Elizabeth 
(Hill) Andrews, his second wife. 

Elizabeth Graves (359), who married Benjamin Bouden (or Bowder), 
had a son born Oct. 1792. No other information. 


Mr. Richard L, Shafer, Lake Shore Estates, Ivan Star Route, Box 
192A, Breckenridge, TX 76024 wrote that his grandfather was LUTHER 
GRAVES, who married Mary Edith McCowan, and lived in the village of 
Tonica, Ill. He is interested in his part of the family, and the 
ancestry of Luther, 

(ED. NOTE: Luther Graves was descended from THOMAS GRAVES of 
Hartford, CT and Hatfield, MA, and is shown as #2472 in that book.) 


Mr arles H eier, 328 Mellow Lane, La Canada, CA 91011, 
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descended from SAMUEL GRAVES, b. 1717-18, who married Phoebe Hull, 
1746, Killingworth, Conn., has sent more information, In her 
previous query on p. 104, 1985 newsletter it was suggested that 
Samuel may have been descended from Deacon George Graves. 

She wrote: "Family history claims that Samuel Graves was 
descended from a Concord, Mass. family.... Benjamin Graves (son of 
Samuel) served as an aide to George Washington and was given a fowl 
piece for his services, along with a letter which unfortunately was 
sold. The fowling piece is or was in Powder Horn Lodge, 
Minneapolis, Minn." 

(ED. NOTE: Since John Graves of Concord was apparently a brother 
of George, it is possible that Samuel was descended from'John. If 
the story about the Hoar family connection is correct, then Samuel 
would probably have been a son of one of: the 3 sons of Benjamin 
Graves (son of John Graves), who married Mary Hoar. 

1676/7, Concord, 
Mass., m(1) Ruth Stirling, m(2) Mary Haynes, lived in Saybrook, 
Conn. and then Colchester, Conn.; (2) Joseph Graves, b.

Miss Mary Butler Harvey, 613 Westminster Canterbury, 1600 Westbrook 
Ave., Richmond, VA 23227 is. still looking for the ancestry of her 


ancestor, JOSEPH GRAVES of Orange Co., Va., father-in-law of Col. 
Benjamin Cleveland, hero of the Revolutionary battle of King's 
Mtn., N.C. Joseph moved from Orange Co., Va. to Surry Co., N.C. 
prior to 1771, and his will was probated there in 1774. In it he 
mentions his wife Sarah, his daughter Mary, and his son-in-law 
Benjamin Cleveland. 

She also sent information to clarify some of the statements in 
the query of Mrs. Neal McCaskill, p. 66, 1985 newsletter. Two 
controversies have been the children of Jane Graves who married 
John Coffey, and the mother of Col. Benjamin Cleveland. 

"In the 1890's a northern Cleveland wrote a 3 vol. genealogy of 
the Clevelands in America .... he obviously did not have the facts 
on our line and was constantly wrong, e.g., they were never in Bull 
Run, Prince William Co., Va. They were in Blue Run, Orange Co. 
Mr. Martin in the National Genealogical Society Quarterly explains 
it all clearly. Because Col. Ben was a Revolutionary War hero, the 
error of his mother is most visible." His mother's name has been 
given as Martha, Elizabeth, and Martha Elizabeth. 

According to "Virginia Cleveland Ancestor Discovered" by George 
A. Martin, in Nat. Gen. Soc. Quarterly, vol. 46, no. 3, Sept. 1958, 
pe 152: "In 1899 Edmund Janes Cleveland published his genealogy of 
the New England Clevelands and included in Vol. III thereof his 
results of an attempt to trace the Clevelands of Virginia origin. 
While he did an admirable job as regard the New England line, his 
early account of the Virginia Clevelands is inaccurate and not 
substantiated by documentary evidence. He begins this genealogy 
with an imaginary Alexander Cleveland as the Virginia immigrant, 
has misplaced several lines, and left out others." Mr. Martin 
discusses the incorrect information and then gives the correct 
information: "John Cleveland, father of Col. Benjamin Cleveland, 
married Elizabeth Coffey, daughter of Edward and Ann Coffey, of 
Essex Co., Va., and a younger sister of Martha Coffey. Martha 
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Coffey married Joshua Stapp." 

(ED. NOTE: This agrees with my comments in the query mentioned 
above, that Jane Graves and John Coffey were not the parents of the 
wife of John Cleveland. The book by Marvin D. Coffey, James 


Bluford Coffey, vol. 2, is very helpful on this subject.) 


Miss Elizabeth Lea, 1807 Filmore St., Wichita Falls, TX 76307 is 
descended from Capt. THOMAS GRAVES by way of his daughter Verlinda 
Graves, as shown on the ancestor chart on the next page. She is 
interested in her line. 


Mrs, Weldon D. Kruger, 6 Broadview Rd., Westport, CT 06880 is 


descended from Capt. THOMAS GRAVES of Va. She wrote: "My great- 
grandfather was Isaac Finks Graves, son of Claiborne Graves. 
According to Mrs. P. W. Hiden, the line begins with Thomas! and 
comes down through Francis2. Another genealogist, Charles Hughes 
Hamlin, states that the line (which he calls the Gloucester line) 
comes down through Thomas2." She wonders what the correct descent 
is. 

"Isaac Finks Graves (1815-1886) married Margaret A. Stevens

He wrote: "I am a factory worker at the Rubber Plant in Killbuck 
eee I research as a part-time hobby and also serve as editor for 
the local Genealogical Society which I helped form in 1983 and 
which has grown to about 250 members. I also write a local. history 
column for the Farmer-Hub newspaper in Millersburg." 

"I have rooted through the courthouses in both Coshocton and 
Millersburg and presently am involved in inventorying all the 
Holmes County records to be placed in 5 rooms which the County 
Commissioners built for me in the attic of the County 
Courthouse...." 

"One of my fields of specialty is the tax records, and it is now 
my belief that these records more than any other one record give an 
accurate listing of who was where in that time period. Here in 
Ohio these records list all of the land owners with an exact land 
description and acreage given. The early records also show whether 
the owner was a resident or not. Beginning in 1826 Ohio began 
collecting a chattel tax (personal property). The rate of tax was 
40¢ per horse and 8¢ per cow. This rate was discontinued in 1846 
and the person was taxed on the value of all his goods. 

In that time period (1826-1845) this is a wonderful instrument 
to find those people who did not own land, were living with 
relatives, or rented. Each township lists its chattels after its 
land tax records. I find that about 1/2 of the early land 
transactions were never recorded, but the Auditor always kept up 
with the ownership, so these can be a very valuable tool."

POSSIBLE GRAVES CONNECTION 


~ by James M. Eaves, President, National Eaves Assoc., 1986 


Genealogists Mr. and Mrs. Curtis Jacobs from Louisiana met with 
Robert Wendell Eaves, Sr., Executive Vice President of the National 
Educational Association, also an educator, historian and author, to 
initiate research into the background of the Eaves family. Both R. 
W. Eaves, Sr. and Mrs. Jacobs had Eaves backgrounds. 


The search began in the musty files of the Court Houses and 
various "archives" around Old Tryon Co., N.C., more specifically 
around what is now Rutherford Co., N.C., where R. W. Eaves, Sr.'s 
g-g-g-grandfather, Andrew Eaves', grave was found, and inscribed on 
the tombstone were the words, "In Memory of Andrew Eaves, Died July 
11, 1861, Aged 85 years, HE WAS BORN, RAISED AND DIED IN RUTHERFORD 
COUNTY, N.C." For whatever reasons, current generations had 
ignored this inscription and passed on the "legend" that old Andrew 
and two brothers had come over from England, and no one had 
bothered to look at the stone or question this family story. The 
stone indicated that although Andrew might be of English 
background, he was not a recent immigrant. This, coupled with bits 
of information from other Eaves families indicating early Virginia 
connections, initiated the search for Eaves roots. 
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Almost immediately, Rutherford Co., N.C. records indicated that 
Andrew Eaves lived on property inherited from one William Eaves, 
the son of Graves Eaves who had brought his family into "old Tryon 
Co., N.C. area” about 1774. It was apparent that William was 
married by the time he and his father moved from Virginia as Andrew 
had been born in 1776 feet asties. to the death date on his stone at 
85 years. 


As this treats only of the "possible Graves connection", I won't 
follow all the lines that came to light as ine search SRcgressed. on 
to Virginia and even England. 


Records turned up showing that Jon Eaves (or Eves) arrived under 
the care of one Henry Southell in 1636 along with thirteen others. 
Henry Southell had been granted 700 acres in Lynn Haven, near the 
"Chesapeake Shore." It was bordered northly upon the land of 
William Laten. * uy : 


We suppose that Jon Eaves was a craftsman of some sort but the 
following facts indicate that he must have been a little more than 
an indentured servant, as when Henry Southell died in 1637 and his 
widow remarried almost immediately a Lt. Richard Popely who took 
over the Southell property, Jon Eaves left and went to another farm 
in North Umberland County. This property was about "two peninsulas 
north" of the peninsula that Jamestown is on. 


By 1638, records exist showing that Jon Eaves was married, had 
one son, and owned property of his own in North Umberland County. 
This advance during a TWO year period opens room to search for a 
connection between Jon Eaves and Henry Southell. Most likely Mrs. 
Southell or her husband were relatives of Jon Eaves. 


So, between 1636 and 1638, we find Jon Eaves living in Virginia, 
where over the large area around the Chesapeake Bay the population 
in 1634 was 5,119 persons, That population had risen to more than 
12,000 by 1636, when Jon Eaves arrived along with 1,606 more 
persons. This was a period of Indian unrest, disease and crop 
failures. 


At this point conjecture begins. Who was Jon's wife? Who was 
the wife of Jon's son of record, William? We do not have a will 
for Jon Eaves, but we do have evidence on hand for William. 


We know that William was born about 1638, and we do have a copy 
of the probate of William's estate. Records indicate that the 
Court House had burned but the probate of William's will was 
available, and we find in the Northumberland Co., Va. Order Book 
1678-1698, page 434, with Court being held on Aug. 15, 1688, that 
the will of William Eaves, deceased, "A probate is granted of this 
last will and testament, etc." on oaths of Jn Bryan, Thomas and 
Mary Dutton. The inventory of the estate was also on hand. 


Indications are that William Eaves, son of Jon Eaves, died early 
in the year 1688. Probate papers indicate that William's children 
were: 

(1) Graves Eaves (lst), who was listed along with his sister Mary 
as minors. Graves is considered to be about 14 years of age at 
that time, since although he was listed as a minor, he was allowed 
to select his guardian, which was a custom of that time. 
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(2) Mary, as noted above, under 14 and assigned to the custody of 

an older brother. 

(3) Thomas 

(4) John (either he or Thomas assumed responsibility for Mary) 

(5) William (2nd), who sued the estate for his part of the estate. 

(6) Wife of Isaac Loftin, as Graves chose this family to live with. 
(7) Wife of Isaac Hester 

(8) Richard 


No record has been found that shows why William named his son 
GRAVES EAVES, but according to the custom of the family and most 
families with similar backgrounds, the practice of naming children 
with related family names was prevalent. This led our genealogists 
to assume that there is a connection with the Graves family. A 
search of records indicates that there was one family of Graves 
living in the general area who were contemporaries of both Jon 
Eaves and William Eaves. These included Captain Thomas Graves who 
came over and settled in the colony about 1608. Capt. Thomas 
Graves's children and grandchildren would have been living in the 
neighborhood where members of the Eaves family lived, worked and 
traded. Somewhere there must have been a connection so strong that 
not only William gave the name to one of his sons, but the name was 
passed on for several generations, and evidence continually shows 
up indicating that the two families immigrated together both to 
N.C. and to Tenn. First names are very similar in both families 
and particularly in the family of Capt. Thomas Graves's son John 
who named one son Ralph, and we also find Ralph Eaves in the same 
neighborhood and same time period. 


So by 1675, we find that the name Graves has taken a strong hold 
on the Eaves family and created a mystery that we three hundred and 
eleven years later are still working to solve. 


The majority of the members of the 400 strong Eaves Family 
Association tie in directly with the first Graves Eaves. Because 
of the name, we will give some history of the first Graves Eaves 
and ‘his son the second Graves Eaves to conclude this narrative. 


Graves Eaves lst, born about 1675-77, sold some land in 
Northumberland Co., Va. and received a grant of 440 acres on the 
North McHarren River at the mouth of Reedy Creek. He added to his 
property with several other grants. Copies of the grant are on 
file at the Eaves Archives, Isothermal College, Spindale, N.C. The 
Main grant was dated 1728 (Brunswick Co., Va.). This land grant 
was the basis for the forming of Chapters of the Daughters of the 
American Colonies with the name Graves Eaves Chapters. Graves 
Eaves was considered a Colonist Pioneer that had added to the 
territory by moving into the "wilderness." 


Graves Eaves lst married a Miss Matthews. (Tradition says her 
name was Elizabeth.) Proof of the name lies in records showing 
that Goodlove Matthews gave a deed of land to her son-in-law, 
Graves Eaves, "for the love she bore for him." There are records 
indicating that Goodlove Matthews was a Jones at one time but it is 
thought that Jones was her maiden name and not that she had been 
married twice. However, this also needs to be clarified and 
researchers are requested to watch for both names. 


Graves Eaves lst left a will in Brunswick Co., Va. (later 
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Lyndynburg Co.). His children as proved by the will or other 
records were: (1746) 

(1) John, b. 1712, shown by deed of gift from Graves to his son 
John. 

(2) Thomas, who inherited property through the will. Born about 
1720, died 1785. 

(3) William, b. 1716, was a witness to several of his father's 
transactions. Moved to Granville Co., N.C. by 1750. 
(4) Graves 2nd, b. about 1724,. moved to N.C. in.-1774,-and on to 
Tenn. Died about 1803-10. cee 


We know that John's family went to Ky. and we have ‘many of his 
family records. Thomas's will was probated’ in’ 1785; he also 
mentions sons William and Bartley. 


Graves 2nd, born 1724, inherited part of his father's estate. at 
Brunswick. He married Nancy Yancey, daughter of James Yancey of 
Granville Co., N.C. in 1750. -He sold his part of the Brunswick 
estate and eventually arrived in Tryon Co. where his land grants 
and purchases began in 1774. He bought land on the North Branch of 
Broad River. The 1800 census lists him with four slaves. and 
‘several males and females in the family. It is notable to point 
out that lands of Graves and William were in the same areas as 
those of Col. Andrew Hampton, whose daughter, Susannah, became the 
wife of William Eaves. It is believed that William and Susannah 
were married while both families were in Granville Co., N.C. One 
of Graves lst uncles had migrated to Granville Co., N.C. as early 
as the 1750's. :
